The nominees, Mrs. Donald 
Clark and Mrs. Kate S. Morrow, have 
been indorsed by John W. Davis, 
whose cause they are championing 
in all their speeches. 

If Illinois, which is wobbly in this 
campaign, finally settles in the 
Democratic column, Mrs. Mary Ward 
Hart of Benton, one of the leading 
Democratic women of the State, will 
come to Washington as a congress- 
woman-at-large. 

Another woman Democratic can- 
didate. for Congress who may be said 
to have a chance of election is Miss 
Phebe Sutliff of Warren, O., who won 
the Democratic nomination in the 
district which defeated Mrs. Harriet 
Taylor Upton, former vice-chair- 
man of the Republican: national ex- 
ecutive committee, for the Republi- 
can nomination. 

The defeat of Mrs. Upton, who for 
years was in charge of the women 
activities of the Republican National 
Committee, emphasizes the fact that 
the Democrats have from the very 
beginning of universal suffrage given 
more friendly recognition to the 
women of their party than have the 
Republicans. The Democrats, it will 
be recalled, received women on equal 
terms four years ago. The San Frau- 
cisco convention reyised the party

cepted by the Republican Party ‘until 
last June in Cleveland, although the

The Demoé¢rats took another step 
ahead of the Republicans when they 
voted in New York to grant women of 
the party an equal number of places 
on the resolutions committees of fu- 
ture conventions. At the Madison 


‘Square Garden gathering, the resolu- 


tions committee worked hand-in- 
hand with a women’s advisory com- 
mittee on platform which had been 
appointed by the Democratic national 
chairman. 

There is one fundamental fact

GINGINNATI, O., Oct. 14 (Special) 
—Oxford University debaters, led by 
Malcolm J. MacDonald, son of the 
British Premies, were defeated last 
night by the University of Cincinnati 
team on the subject, “Resolved, That 
this house is opposed to prohibition.”

E Sahara Desert is films’ fairy- 
land. It is not possible for a 
motion-picture camera to lose 
its way and take an ugly impression 
on that part of the earth where sand 
stretches itself into immense back- 


bad buildings, and the objects mov- 
ing against sand ‘and sky are sure to 
be either camels—the most beautiful 
walkers. in the world, I think—or 
black-bodied natives making (fine 
mobile compositions as they go about 
doing their chorés.

As for the dancing, only in the 
photographing of an animal dance in 
Major Dugmore's new film, “The Vast 
Sudan,” have the primitive dances 
that travelers see been equally in- 
telligently filmed.

It is done. by many 
men who wear long beaks on their

It is said this dance began from -the 
custom of Runters wearing bird 
beaks for camouflage when stalking 
game. 

But even better than this dance is 
the one done by a band of famous 
Tuareg dancing women, and still bet- 
ter than this is the single dance 
done, around a fire at night, by, the 
most beautiful of these. Majesti- 
cally, magnificently, she goes, and 
watching her one could easily believe 
strange stories of how sometimes in 
these parts the relics of Egypt’s civ- 
llization. have been found living w 
among the strange veiled fair-faced 
people to whom this woman belongs 
and for whom she has. been dancing 
for uncounted years it seemed, so 
mature are her movements. 


Her hair is shäped as bobbed hair 
is today, and seems to be done by 
weaving—not by cutting for it hangs 
heavy from her head. And on the 
very crown of her head-—seen when 
her face is from us and lost, and seen 
gleaming and swaying again as she 
turns—she wears her solitary orna- 


ment, a jewel hung backward with 
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22 pendants that press against the head 


and reveal its shape. And is not the 
crown of the head, the tip of the 
dancing body, exactly the spot where 
the accent should be placed?

There 
is much pretty, pleasing philosophical 
and kindly writing, and a little 
world weariness which the Spanish 
audience thoroughly enjoyed.
